Bates, the only U. S. Marine on duty 
iii Samoa. 
Probably the oddest group of men 
ever to serve iii tile U. S. Navy, these 
exotic warriors are called Fita Fitas. 
Their uniforms are the last word in 
sim plicity, and consist of a navy blue 
skirt with red trimmings, a red tur­ 
ban and a red sash, while their feet 
and legs are hare. Ou “dress” occa­ 
sions they wear undershirts. 
Tlieir main duty is to guard naval 
property. Occasionally they drill un­ 
der the blazing tropical sun or march 
proudly by at sunset, parade to the 
stirring notes of their own band. For

shown an intense loyalty to the Navy 
and to a succession of marine leaders, 
each of whom they have honored ny 
the title of “Chief of the Fita F itas.”
